the Goſpell-, I find therem wherewith-torrejaice the farthfull/ in thole calamiries 
which ſeperate him from that-which he lovesmott tenderly; in the hardships of 
benichment, inthe miſeries of paverty ; andin the horror of Darkſome pritons, 
I'find therein Canſolatjons- and remedies againſt death it {elf , which Difarmes x 
of its terrours, in what focver $shape it be repreſenred, even tho, belides its na+ 
turall Dreadfullneſs, it w ere armed with-all the m{truments of cruelty.

1 may juſtly fay thar 
which a holy Bishop of the firſt ages ſaid ro thole that had revolted as you have 
done. * / take no delight in my own health , my ſtrength which yet remainesentixe, 
fufficeth not to alley my grief: for a faubfull AMinifter 1s more pierced with the wounds. 
of his flock then with his own, The affeftion I bave for your ſalvation works in me the 
fame thing that the temptation has done im.yow,, and when [ conſider the perſecation 
2herem you havefallen, compas/.on has reduced me to the ſame ſtate as if I had fallen 

ſelf. Receive then what I have to fay tro you, eitheras from a Miniſter, whoſe 
fanbfull ſErvices have acquired to him the freedom of ſpeaking what he thinks; 
or as from one, whole tryallsare not unknown to you; orlaſtly, asfrom aftriend 
whoſe compaſſion has in ſome manner involved him in your ſufferings. Be not 
ſarpriſed if jou find ſome ſmartnels in my Diſcourſe, as it it were not agreable to 
the tendernels I profes ; True Charity 1s never fawning, tho it comply for the 
benefit of others as there is occaſion. Ir allwayes intends well, but changes us ſtyle 
according to different conjunctures. It comforts at one time it cenſures, and 
threatens at other times. |

hoxcall the of God, fince you have been athamed of his name? What in- 
y has Goddone you? wherein has he offended you that you have eaſily re- 
vited from his ſervice ? What have you found in im todeſerve the indignity you 
have done him? Have you obſ any imperfection in his being , or any lyein 
his Donne? Ina word, what have you found in his Covenant worthy of your 
Diſdam ? Or what have you found in the new Religion you have embraced, pre- 
ferable tothe Religion of Jeſus Chriſt and his Apoſtles? If you have wel compre. 
kended the infinite difference there is between Idols and the living of God , how 
could you have revolted from him, to throw your ſelves into the party of Idol- 
wo 
. Burt perhaps you haye not made ſo great an improvement in the Goſpell of 
Chriſt asro underſtand all the depth of its myſteries, bur tho for the time you have 
been mſ{tracted , you might have attained to perfection, yet you continuein the 
ſtate of Infancy : Nevertheleſs, you have at leaſt Learn'd the #irit principles of 
Chriſt; and that is enough to render you inexcufable, and ſtop your mouth in 
the preſence of God when he $hall reveal the ſecrets ot our hearts and bring to 
lighe the hidden things of darkneſs: You knew enough then when you linned , 
asto forſee the greatneſs of your fall, 
You have Learned that God will be worshipped in Spirit andin truth ; that he 
ivesnot his Glory toanother; that the will not hold the guilty innocent ; thar 
ir olatry 1s an open declaration of warr againſt him ; and that in the Scripture- 
phraſe, its 1dolarry to hate God: as alſo, that to honour images with veneration, 
andto fall down betore them, is to hate him. What is it then that hath engaged 
ou in an intereſt , ſo contrary to his holy Will, as to embrace a profane , ſuper- 
Airious, and idolatrous worship, *where the Creature is ſet up in ye place of 
. God, where humantraditions make void the Commandments of God ; where 
it is not God who doth reign over the heart, but manthat ryrannizerh over 
the Conſcience. 
You have learned that God is great, holy, powerfull, and glorious; Cloa- 
" thed with light and Majeſty, wh then have you centred into a communion 
where he 1s other wayes repreſented to you? Where they adore a God of their own 
making, whom they carry, and shut up in a Box'whom they break 1n pieces 
andeat ? Have you ſolearned Chriſt in the Gofpell, is this the truth according 
to Godlinefs, which he has revealed ? You have promiſed to worship God , 
which you cannot do, till the ſeed grow up which you have ſown 1n your fields, 
a God which cannot be without the Prieſt, and whom the Prieſt cannot make untill 
the Baker has prepared the matter for him ; a God thar owes his ——_— ro the 
intention and ward of a man, who cannot be God untill it pleaſe the Prieſt to 
make him ſo, as Tertullian faid of the Heathen Gods, whom they conſecrated 
by Humane authority : Laſtly, a God that can preſerve his Diviruty no longer 
than the conſecrated matter laſterh. 
Speak your Conſcience z Have you thus Learned Chriſt ? Has this Myſtery 
any thing in common with the miſtery of Godlinefs? Has the Do&trine of the

You have learnt in the Goſpell the nature and excellency of the Sacrifice of 
Chriſt, (*) who by one only oblation has perfeed for ever thoſe that are ſan&ti- 
fied, the infinite price whereof (®) has parchaſed for you an eternal Redemption. 
You have learned that God ſuffers not any Rivall of his Glory , nor our {a- 
viourany in the work of our ſalvation; How then could you ſwear to make faints 
& Angels Sharers of your Religion? I know nor how you underſtand ir, but I am 
ſure, if you invocate the Creatures you mult neceſſarily acknowledg them cither 
for Gods of an inferior Order, to whom you have promiſed to give a proportio- 
nable adoration; or for Interceſſors, by whom you hope to attaine of God the 
ſuccesof yaur prayers. Chooſe which ofthem you pleaſe, the Crime of inyoca- 
ting them is the fame: For either you have promiſed ro have more Gods then 
one, whichis to robthe true Godofthar ſerviceyou ow him, whichis to adore 
no other but him alone, or you gi7e to Chriſt Companions of Medianion, and 
of his prieſtly Office, whereot Lnrercesſion is ancfſentiall part, which 1s to rob 
Chriſt of his ftaveing Offices that are incommunicable. The frivolous diſtinQtions 
of the Church of Rome are only good to y__ and wavering men. But God 
15not put off with ſuch miſerable Shifts , which may as well j the maſt abo- 
minable worship of the Pagans,as the idolatries uf theReligion you have imbraced. 
Godin whoſe {ight the molt ſecret things are naked and open, will not own a Re- 
ligion to betrue becauſe its [dolatry is maſqued with ſome frivolous diſtin&ions : 
and theſe abſurd excuſes are nor a $hield ſtrong enough ro bear of his vengeance 
and Curſe from thoſe who put any part of therr truſt and confidence 1n Creatures. 
Have not you yet learned in the word of God the averiion he hasto I and 
Idols? How then could you promiſe to ſerve thoſe that areadored in Popish 
Churches; Could you beleive they are not Idols becauſe the Doors of thar 
Church affe&t rather to call them Images, as if the Changing the name of things 
wereto Change their natares? Or thinke you that the hommage payed them mn 
that impure Rcligion , is not to adorethem, becauſe its Guides who are ashamed 
oftheir own worship, dare not confeſs that they give them true adoration ; Bur 
can they deny thar they faluterhem , ſerve them, and fall down before them ? 
Is not this preciſely the honor God has forbidden to be given to them , Exod. 20. 
[Thou Shall not fall down before them to ſerve them ?] :

man EXA of Conſtancy, had us : Butnever wasthere a per- 
haſten — over kale Smyrna faw a intus yeeld- ' 
mg tothe fear of torments to which he unneceſſarily ex himſelf: but it faw 
ala great number ef Chritionefaler with great conſtancy after theexample of 
Polycarpe. Seme faint hearted Chriſtians were ſeen at Lyons, who loofing cou- 
rage themiclves, cooled the ardor and Zeal of many others ; bur at the famerime 
the Church there was cdified by the martyrdom of a many others. (*) The 
Church of Alexandria inthe Reign of Decius, after the publication of his Edi& 
azainft the Chriſtians , faw agreat many of her members revolt : but shee faw 
alſo many others more renowned who prevented therr enemies by freely offering 
themſclves to death beforethey were atrached 3 Some mdeed fell throw the fear 
of looking their Offices : Some were-forced by ther parents and friends to offer 
Incenke » others proteſted they were never Chniſtrans ; Some reſiſted ro Chains 
but loſt their courage in priſons; and others having ſurmounted the firit torments 
were fnighted at the fight of the inſtrumentsof anew punishmenrt. But a muln- 
tude of others fuffered with great Courage their viole11ces , rorments, priſons and 
dcath it ſelf; Many mo faved themſelves by flight, and not — expoſe 
themiclves to thar perſecutors were ſecured from Apoſtaſte by aprudenr rerreat : 
a there was a ms 4 Chriſtnans who abandon'd Chriſt to 
Ve 5, but at the ſame time werea great many generous Martyrs 
who ſcaled the truth of I with their own blood.
